turret crew, consisting of three, offi- 
cers and IS men were engulfed in fire 
and received horrible burns, one offi- 
cer and five men dying before the ship 
reached port.

No Roar, Just Blinding 


Flash Sends Sailors to 
Tneir Death

superimposed turret where the men. 
under the command of Lieut. Caspar 
Goodrich and Midshipman Faulkner 
Ooldthwalte and Jamp« T. Cruse were 
operating the S-inch ^uns. 


The guns; in the forward turret had 


finished eight rounds ol practice and 
the guns of the afte:-turret had fired 
one round. Two cases, as the big 100- 
pound bags are called, had just been 
sent up through 
the 
ammunition 
hoists and were in the arms of the 
loader, whose name was withheld by 
ttie ships' officers.

The loader stood at the breech of j 


the 8-inch guns, refidy to insert the I 
charge. At this m.stant the turret was) 
seen to bo smoking, and two men who 
stood near the loader sa\\ a black spot 
•on the bag, indicating that the charge 
had ignited and was smouldering. The 
loader discovered the spot at the same 
instant and threw himseli forward on 
his face, shouting a warning to his 
turret-mates. 


.lu'.t a Blinding ria?li of Flame. 
The other men who had seen the 
soot were Eich and Hansell and they 
also threw themselves upon the floor 
of the turret. 
Before the others m| 


the turret could understand 
what 


caused the loader's crv of warning, 
there was a blinding flash as the burn- 
in" powder exploded. Flames, smoke 
and nauseous gases filled tne little 
super-structuie in which more than a j 
score ot men were confined. 
[ 


As the powder was not confined, | 
there was no report, nor did the vcs- ; 
sel suffer any injun. but cveiy nook1 
and corner ot the lune-t was filled I 
with flamas. The loader, who was. o£ I 
coursf, nearest the powdei, was ter-> 
nbly burned, as was everv other man i 
in the turiot, with the exception of' 
Eich 
and 
Hansell, 
\\ho, 
although1 


scorched, escaped with injuries much] 
Icy-* severe than the others.

Blinded by the smoke, choked by! 
the air and penetrating gaseous, turner | 
and maddende with pain, the men I 
screamed in aeony.

piteously for assistance. 


Tuo IiCaji into the- Sea. 


Lieut. Goodrich and Seaman Maleck 
became crazed, staggered up the lad- 
der to the top of the turret and then 
threw themselves headlong into the 
sea, In a despairing-effoit to choose 
death bv drowning in preference to 
death by slow fire, 


"When the smoke of the burning 


powder had cleared away the ship- 
mates of the unfortunate men rushed 
to their assistance and tenderly the 
suffering sailors were lifted out of the 
fire blackened turret and quickly con-; 
veyed to the ship's h'ospital, where' 
"their burns w ere dressed by the sur- i 
geons. 
I 


• In the meantime Lieut. Goodrich 
and Seaman Maleok had been rescued 
by a launch that was returning from 
an inspection of the target. 
I 
. The surgical staff 'of the Georgia 
•was soon reinforced by the sui geons 


of the vessels in the fleet who had 
been informed of the accident and 
summoned to the scene, while a wire- 
less message telling the brief details 
of the accident was sent to the gov- 
ernment wireless station on the nigh- 
lands of Cape Cod and thence over- 
land to the navy department at Wash- 
ington. 


Two Theories Advanced. 


An examination of the turret after 
the accident failed to show that any 
serious damage was done to the ship. 


Immediately upon learning of the 
accident Captain Henry McCrea.'com- 
Vnander of the Georgia, notified Rear 
Admiral Charles M. Thomas, com- 
mander of the squadron, of what had 


occurred. 
Rear Admiral Thomas or- 


dered an investigating board to exam- 
ine into the cause of the accident. 
Untib this board makes its report the 
primal-" cause of the explosion "Vt ill be 
in doubt and it is uncertain that the 
board will be able to determine defi- 
nitely what ignited the powder. 


Two theories are entertained. One 


belief is that a spark from the dis- 
charge of the g-uns floated back into 
the turret through a gun-port and set- 
tled onto the powder cases. 
Another 
theory is that the spark that caused 
the trouble came from the smoke- 
stacks of the ship and floated thiough 
the gun-ports.

The Battleship Georgia Disaster 


EX WHO go down to tlie sea in ships take their lives 


in their hands; and it is traditional among sailors 


that they would rather die afloat than on land. But the 
disaster yesterday on the battleship Georgia did not 
bring to the men who were killed, the death that sailors 
wish. There is not a man in the uniform: of the United 
States Navy who would not gladly give up his life.in 
battle; they would not be where they are were they not 
ready to make this sacrifice.on demand. Nor would any 
of them show the white feather'if disaster, destroying 
the ship, should befall them. . That is not the mettle of 
our sailors. Yet when death in one of its most terrible 
forms came yesterday to eight officers ana men, there 
was not a word of complaint,, nor an expression of cow- 
ardice.. 


Trapped in a turret—21 men crowded into a space 


barely large enough to take the breeches of two great 
guns, and the ammunition hoists—this double gun-crew 
found itself, in the twinkling of an eyej^in an/ inferno of 
blinding flame, stifling smoke and noxious, penetrating 
gases. . There was hell.inside that turret while the pow- 
der flashed, and while men were dj'ing, and being dis- 
figured for life»—it was a scene no painter can depict, no 
writer describe.

The banks are 
busy with available resources, filling 
the needs Qf out- merchants and otnei 
escaolished ^enterprises,, and should the 
private capital now in the banks be 
withdrawn for the purpose, it wouk' 
only result in the necessity for filling 
its place with outside funds for the 
uses of the banks, so the matter is as 
hroad as it is long. The money-must 
come from outside sources.

"So far as. 1 can see there is only 


one way to induce capital to come 
here in sufficient volume to accom- 
plish the desired end.

"To accomplish this should not be
